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Girl injures back in 3m fall after rope snaps at new venue 


A 10-year-old girl needed hospital 
treatment for back injuries after a 
rope snapped at a new adventure 
park, prompting a “full and thor¬ 
ough” safey investigation of the en¬ 
tire park. 

The child was taken to St George’s 
Hospital, in Tooting, after plummet¬ 
ing three-and-a-half metres (lift) 
from the high ropes area of Hobble- 
down adventure park in Horton 
Lane, Epsom, on Tuesday afternoon. 

The £3m park, on the site of the old 
Horton Park Children’s Farm, has 
been open for just six weeks and is 
based on the mystical story of the 
Hobblers - fictional characters that 
live in spectacular play structures. 

The girl fell from one such struc¬ 
ture watched by children enjoying 
the park at the end of the summer 
holidays. 

First aiders attended to her before 
she was put in a brace by 
paramedics as a precaution. She was 
conscious at the scene and remained 
in hospital yesterday morning 
under observation, undergoing 
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scans and x-rays. 

One of the park’s co-owners, Nick 
De Candole said he believed the inci¬ 
dent was caused by a failure of the 
ropes system - which he said was 
last inspected only two weeks’ ago in 
a non-obligatory high-level check, 
which they had requested. 

While the high ropes area is self- 
contained within the park and the 
companies that manufactured and 
installed it did not work on the rest 
of Hobbledown, Mr De Candole has 
now called in various bodies to 
check the safety of the entire park. 

These include the borough’s health 
and safety officers; the company that 
installed the ropes system, Ropes 
Course Construction; the manufac¬ 
turers of the rope system, Rope 
Roller; playground inspectors and 
an independent health and safety 
company. 

He said: “We will be undertaking a 
full and thorough investigation into 


the accident and it’s important we 
are completely transparent in what 
we do as we have to restore faith. 

“I am satisfied that it was caused 
by a structural fault and a problem 
with how the system was installed, 
not by the way our team ran the sys¬ 
tem - but that doesn’t make it any 
less depressing or dreadful. 

“All the relevant bodies will be 
brought in to reassure us in what we 
have done and what we should be 
doing. I won’t relax until we investi¬ 
gate this to the nth degree and find 
out what the problem was and 
whether any additional safety sys¬ 
tems are needed.” 

After the incident, one visitor to 
the park said the aerial runways 
there have no barrier protection and 
the wire tunnels need more wire as 
some of the gaps are too wide apart. 

The visitor said: “Hobbledown is 
fantastic and they have done a great 
job with it so far, but a bit more 
health and safety attention is needed 
on the play park area.” 

But Mr De Candole said all 


playgrounds have to be built and 
checked to European standards. 

He said: “If there are gaps in the 
structures these will all have been 
defined and checked according to 
standards. 

“The attractions are also meant to 
look more challenging than they are. 
There are gaps in the wire tunnels, 
but not big enough for kids to fall 
through.” 

Hobbledown remains open, but the 
high ropes area of the park has been 
shut until further notice. 

Mr De Candole said: “My kids have 
been up on the high ropes about 20 
or 30 times. We wanted to create 
something fun and enjoyable, not 
something that would hurt people. 

“The safety of children visiting 
Hobbledown is an absolute priority 
and naturally this incident is deeply 
regretted.” 

Mr De Candole and his co-owner, 
Richard Farley, were the team be¬ 
hind the award-winning Kidspace 
indoor playparks in London and 
Essex.

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Headteacher heard ‘alarm 
bells’ about playing fields 


More playing fields could be 
lost to development according 
to a worried headteacher. 

Andrew Tibbie, principal at 
Ewell Castle School, is con¬ 
cerned that a consultation by 
Epsom and Ewell Council on 
its development policies 
launched in July, have the po¬ 
tential to weaken the protec¬ 
tion offered to open spaces and 
playing fields in the 
borough. 

The consultation, which ends 
tomorrow, is proposing a new 
criteria-based policy for open 
spaces that would introduce 
“exceptional circumstances 
when the loss of open 
spaces might be considered 
acceptable”. 

The paper states that an ex¬ 
ceptional circumstance may be 
“when a proposal that includes 
the loss of recreational land in¬ 
cludes suitable replacement 
provision within the locality, 
facilities are to be co-located, 
replaced or are proven to be 
surplus to requirements with 
no demand for any other recre¬ 
ational use”. 
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It states: “This policy would 
contribute towards our objec¬ 
tives by providing some flexi¬ 
bility - provides an 
opportunity to deliver im¬ 
proved provision.” 

Mr Tibbie, an ex-sports 
teacher and chairman of Bed- 
dington Cricket Club in Sut¬ 
ton, said: “As a headteacher, 
and as someone heavily in¬ 
volved in sports clubs, I have 
an interest in the preservation 
of playing fields. 

“Seeing the words ‘more flex¬ 
ibility’ rang alarm bells. It is 
opening a door. To me it means 
they are trying to facilitate de¬ 
velopment and is too much of a 
weakening of the protection of 
open spaces and playing fields. 

“There is the potential of 
weakening protection. 

“The timing of this consulta¬ 
tion is ironic as the Govern¬ 
ment now wants to clamp 
down on protecting open 
spaces for sport since we have 
all been inspired by the

Olympics and its legacy.” 

The headteacher said an ex¬ 
ample of the loss which a 
weakening of protection could 
bring is the Old Schools Lane 
playing field site. 

“He said Nonsuch Abbey- 
field, which provides accom¬ 
modation for the elderly, has 
entered into discussions with 
the council to develop the site, 
which is used by his school for 
cricket, rugby and football 
throughout the year, and by a 
number of sports clubs. 

Mr Tibbie said: “The council, 
through the Government, are 
under pressure with regards to 
the development of affordable 


housing and I do recognise 
that, but my worry is that we 
are attacking areas which we 
must, equally, preserve to sat¬ 
isfy other needs. 

“I believe sport, at a competi¬ 
tive and recreational level, is 
fundamental to our health and 
our personal and mental 
development.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“We are actually consulting on 
a policy option that considers 
the exceptional circumstances 
when the loss of open 
spaces might be considered 
acceptable. 

“The draft policy’s objective 
is to ensure that when such ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances arise 
that there is no net loss in open 
space provision - for example 
that should a loss be unavoid¬ 
able it be made good through 
suitable replacement provision 
within the locality. 

“The current consultation 
paper is just that, a consulta¬ 
tion. The policy has not been 
adopted, and indeed may not 
be adopted in its current 
form.”

MP climbs to 
top of politics 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris Grayling 
was promoted to Secretary of State for 
Justice in David Cameron’s Cabinet re¬ 
shuffle on Tuesday. 

Mr Grayling, who was Employment 
Minister in the Department of Work 
and Pensions, said he was very pleased 
with his new position, which will see 
him replacing Ken Clarke as Lord 
Chancellor. 

The non-lawyer, who has been MP 
for Epsom and Ewell since 2001, said: 
“There is a lot of work to be done to¬ 
wards establishing a rehabilitation 
revolution, and that will be my main 
focus. I am looking forward to the 
challenge.” 

The appointment marks Mr 
Grayling’s rise to the top table of poli¬ 
tics, although it was reported that he 
was offered the job in the Ministry of 
Justice after Iain Duncan-Smith 
turned it down, choosing to remain in 
the Department of Work and 
Pensions. 

Between 2003 and 2009, Mr Grayling 
held a number of shadow front bench 
posts including Shadow Higher and 
Further Education Minister, Shadow 
Leader of the House, Shadow Secre¬ 
tary of State for Transport, Shadow 
Secretary of State for Work and Pen¬ 
sions and Shadow Home Secretary. 

In 2010, he sparked controversy after 
saying that Christian bed and break¬ 
fast owners should be allowed to turn 
away gap couples because of their 
sexuality.

Grayling has been at the forefront of 
the Government’s efforts to tackle un¬ 
employment, particularly the lm 
young people out of work. 
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Thieves force coat hanger 
through door to take keys 


A woman had her car stolen 
after thieves used a coat 
hanger to open her front 
door. 

Angela Gibbs, of Walsing- 
ham Gardens in Stoneleigh, 
had her Ford C Max car 
taken from her driveway at 
lam three weeks ago. 

The 54-year-old said thieves 
were able to fish out her car 
keys - which were lying on a 
table in the hallway. 

They drove off in the vehi¬ 
cle, but then abandoned the 
undamaged car in a nearby 
side road, dumping the keys 
on the pavement. 

Mrs Gibbs contacted the 
Epsom Guardian in a bid to 
warn others, after hearing 
that a number of people 
had been robbed in this 
way. 

She said: “It is unpleasant 
and not what you would ex¬ 
pect. I couldn’t believe they 
got into the house using a 
coat hanger, but the police 
said it’s a well known 
thing. 

“People need to be made 
aware of the danger of leav¬ 
ing car keys lying around. 
The thieves obviously know 
what they’re doing.” 

A Surrey Police 
spokeswoman said the 


problem of car theft in 
Epsom is not as bad as it was. 

The force’s crime reduction 
advisor said: “Many modern 
cars are now very difficult to 
steal without the keys, which 
means criminals may break 
into properties in search of 
car keys. 

“Some criminals may look 
through the house window, 
particularly the kitchen to 
see if they can see the 
keys. 

“They may put things like 
fishing rods or clothes props 
with a coat hanger on the end 
through the letterbox to hook 
the keys and steal the 
vehicle.” 


Top tips 

• Do not leave car keys on 
view - lying on a hall table or 
near the front door 

• Consider fitting a letterbox 
cage, letterbox reflector or 
blanking plate 

• If you have a high value ve¬ 
hicle and you have to park in 
the driveway, you may want to 
consider fitting substantial 
gates or security posts

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Cystic fibrosis woman 
wins medals at games 



A woman who had a double lung 
transplant is celebrating after 
winning four medals in the 
British Transplant Games. 

Lisa Muscutt, 39, from 
Stoneleigh, won four medals at 
the annual games for transplant 
patients in Medway, Kent, fom 
August 23-26. 

Miss Muscutt, a Sutton police 
witness care officer, was born 
with cystic fibrosis, which saw 
her health deteriorate so much 
that when the chance for a trans¬ 
port came along doctors were 
not sure she would make it. 

Her weight fell to just 5.5 stone 
and her lung capacity had 
dropped to just 15 per cent. 

However, after an eight-and-a- 
half hour operation at Harefield 
Hospital in Middlesex, during 
which the surgeons nearly gave 
up, she had both her lungs 
replaced. 

Thanks to their perseverance 
Miss Muscutt’s life has been 
transformed from using a 
wheelchair and struggling to 
breathe to playing softball and 
badminton. 

She said: “It just feels like you 
were drowning all the time. 

“Before I couldn’t leave my 
house unless I knew I had 
enough oxygen with me.

Views sought on tax benefit changes 


Councils have begun consult¬ 
ing on changes to council tax 
benefit that is likely to see peo¬ 
ple who have not previously 
been charged being required 
to pay it. 

As part of the Government’s 
new welfare reforms, from 
April 1 next year, council tax 
benefit will be replaced by lo¬ 
calised support schemes to 
help people on low incomes 
pay council tax. 

The Government is planning 
to reduce funding for council 
tax support by at least 10 per 
cent nationally that means 
councils will have to reduce 
the level of support to current 
council tax benefit recipients. 

In Epsom this amounts to 
more than £350,000. 

The coalition Government 
has said pensioners on low in¬ 
come should continue to re¬ 
ceive support with their 
council tax on the same basis 
as the current council tax ben¬ 
efit scheme - which means 
that the effect on younger peo¬ 
ple will be even greater. 

A spokesman for Epsom 


Council said: “The proposals 
aim to ensure the protection 
already offered to vulnerable 
customers is retained, through 
income disregards and appli¬ 
cable amounts. 

“The council also wants to 
ensure minimum levels of dis¬ 
ruption for existing customers 
and any new residents wishing 
to claim this support. 

“Those already in receipt of 
council tax benefit will be 
transferred automatically to 
the new scheme.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, vice-chairman of the 
strategy and resources com¬ 
mittee, said: “It is clear that 
with such a shortage in fund¬ 
ing, some difficult decisions 
will have to be made. 

“As an inevitable conse¬ 
quence of central Govern¬ 
ment’s funding cut, some 
people who haven’t previously 
paid council tax may find 
themselves being charged for 
it. 

“At Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil, we will, however, look at 
options for protecting our 


most vulnerable residents.” 

To take part in the consulta¬ 
tion visit epsom-ewell.gov.uk, 
where residents can view the 
information booklet that ex¬ 
plains the draft scheme and 
complete the council tax sup¬ 
port scheme questionnaire 
online. 

Paper copies are available at 
the town hall, the Ebbisham 
Centre, Bourne Hall, the Long- 
mead and Wells centres. 

The consultation will be 
open until October 28. Coun¬ 
cillors will decide on the new 
scheme on December 11. 

Reigate and Banstead Coun¬ 
cil is also running a consulta¬ 
tion on its changes to council 
tax.

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Campaigners say meeting will help save high street 


A meeting about the proposed 
redevelopment of Upper High 
Street has been hailed as a 
“positive step” by the woman 
leading a campaign to protect 
Epsom’s character. 

Tina Mountain, of the Save 
Epsom group, said more than 
100 people attended the meet¬ 
ing at the town hall on Tues¬ 
day evening, saying the 
council “had to listen” to their 
concerns. 

The council announced in 
July that the planning brief for 
the site, which includes op¬ 
tions for parking, new housing 
and a food store, will remain 
open until September 21. 

The move was welcomed by 
campaigners who held a rally 


in July calling for a pause in 
the consultation process be¬ 
cause of the surge in develop¬ 
ments in the town centre. 

Ms Mountain said: “It was a 
positive meeting. It was the 
first of its kind and people now 
feel they have a right to speak 
out and someone will listen 
and we can’t let up on that. 

“What came out of the meet¬ 
ing was how worried residents 
are about the developments 
and the trust they have in plan¬ 
ning officers. 

“They are concerned about 
whether there will be enough 
schools for the people moving 
to the area, whether pollution 
will increase, how the traffic - 
which is already appalling - is 


going to work, and whether 
Epsom needs another super¬ 
market and multi-storey car 
park. This is Epsom’s land so 
it should be developed for the 
benefit of the people of 
Epsom, and what’s being pro¬ 
posed at the moment is not. 

“But the planning officers 
did go out of their way to say 
they were listening and un¬ 
derstood people’s concerns, 
which is good. In the end the 
proof will be in what they 
come up with.”

Petition to save pub from 
becoming fast food joint

Hundreds have signed a peti¬ 
tion to save a historic pub from 
becoming a fast food outlet 
after fears it will become a 
magnet for traffic accidents, 
antisocial behaviour and 
litter. 

Elaine Jury, of Elmwood 
Drive in Ewell, has gathered 
hundreds of signatures oppos¬ 
ing the Organ and Dragon, an 
English pub and Thai restau¬ 
rant in London Road, being 
turned into a KFC restaurant 
and takeaway. 

The historic watering hole, 
which has been serving the 
Ewell community since the 
18th Century, closed in July 
and was bought by the fast food 
giant last month. 

It has said the existing build¬ 
ing will be retained and, al¬ 
though planning permission is 
not required for the building to 
continue as a restaurant, it is 
necessary for it to be turned 
into a takeaway. 

No planning application by 
KFC has yet been submitted to 
Epsom and Ewell Council. 


Ms Jury said people were 
concerned about the impact a 
fast food outlet would have on 
the area. 

She said: “By the very nature 
of it being a fast food restau¬ 
rant, it will have a high 
turnover, youngsters will meet 
there at night and may well 
apply for a late-night licence 


and possibly become a drive- 
through. It is an extremely 
busy crossroads, which is right 
opposite a BP garage where 
people are regularly coming 
and going. It is an accident 
waiting to happen as there 
have been a number of acci¬ 
dents and minor incidents at 
these crossroads. 


“By its own admission, the 
KFC would see another 80 cars 
going in and out of there an 
hour. What about the overspill 
of these cars on parking and 
traffic in the area?” 

Stoneleigh Councillor Mike 
Teasdale, who attended an ex¬ 
hibition of KFC’s plans and 
proposals on August 22, said 
several residents in 
Stoneleigh had contacted him 
about the issue. 

He said: “A number of peo¬ 
ple are concerned, but with¬ 
out knowing what is going on, 
when KFC will open and for 
what times and what it will be 
doing about picking up litter, 
it’s very difficult to know at 
this stage what the problems 
will be.” 

A spokesman for KFC said it 
would be working closely with 
residents to develop its plans 
before an application is sub¬ 
mitted. He said: “We believe 
KFC can be a positive addition 
to any community. All of our 
restaurants carry out regular 
litter picks and raise money for 
designated charities as well as 
provide jobs for people within 
the area.” 


Muggers steal silver 
bike from teenager 


A teenage boy has had his 
bike stolen at knifepoint. 

The 17-year-old was trav¬ 
elling through the car 
park area of Wey Court, in 
Epsom, on Friday, August 
31, at 8pm when the mug¬ 
ging happened. 

He was approached by a 
man, who was with a 
group of five to six men, 
who pointed a knife at him 
before verbally threaten¬ 
ing him and then stealing 
his bike.

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Council report backs Tesco

Controversial plans for a new 
Tesco in Ashtead is set to be 
given the green light despite it 
admitting the move will be un¬ 
popular with residents. 

In a report published by 
council officers, plans for a 
Metro store in The Street 
have been recommended for 
approval. 

Mole Valley’s councillors will 
meet next week to vote on the 
application. 

Campaigning group Save 
Ashtead’s Village Environ¬ 
ment (Save) does not oppose a 
Tesco, but believes a lack of on¬ 
site parking will negatively af¬ 
fect existing car parking 
spaces in the town - particular¬ 
ly the Ashtead Peace Memorial 
Hall car park. The group also 
cited the example of a Tesco 
Metro in Molesey. 

In its conclusions, the report 


stated: “It is considered there 
will be sufficient car parking 
available to support the store 
and the additional traffic on 
the surrounding road network 
will not cause any highway 
safety concerns. 

“When balancing all of the 
planning issues with the high 
level of objection from local 
residents, particularly in rela¬ 
tion to parking and sustain¬ 
ability, it is considered that 
overall, the development 
would bring significant bene¬ 
fits to Ashtead.” 


A spokesman for Tesco who 
has repeatedly said there 
would be sufficient parking in 
Ashtead for users in all situa¬ 
tions including on the store’s 
busiest days, said the council’s 
recommendation showed there 
was support among residents 
and traders. 

Spokesman Simon Petar 
said: “We are very pleased 
council planning officers have 
recommended for approval our 
proposed store. Our Metro will 
give The Street a real economic 
lift, create jobs and give 


Ashtead shoppers additional 
choice. A great and growing 
number of retailers and resi¬ 
dents want a Tesco Metro.” 

But Quentin Armitage, of 
Save, said: “Save doesn’t un¬ 
derstand how the officers have 
come to the conclusions they 
have in the face of the informa¬ 
tion available. If the Tesco goes 
ahead, there will be a greater 
need for car parking spaces 
and people using the existing 
car parks will stop coming into 
the village as they will have 
nowhere to park.” 

Barrie Mould, of environ¬ 
mental group Transition 
Ashtead, said he wrote to 
councillors warning them the 
development would not be a 
sustainable construction. 

He said: “The application 
shows a scheme that’s just too 
big for the site for it to be able 
to achieve the technical stan¬ 
dards with the type of tech¬ 
nologies that are proposed.” 


Molesey case study: Small shops have suffered 


A Tesco Metro store that 
moved into Molesey marked 
the death knell for a number 
of convenience stores, ac¬ 
cording to Save. 

The group said the store, in 
Walton Road, has resulted in 
the closure of the majority of 
small shops there and that it 
points to the fate that could 


await Ashtead if Tesco’s 
planning application for The 
Street is approved. 

Gillian Russell, of Save, 
said the shops that have 
closed in Walton Road includ¬ 
ed the greengrocers, all the 
butchers, the co-op, nearly all 
of the bakers, 

a florist and several 


confectionary shops. 

She said attempts to re¬ 
open similar shops since 
then have not lasted. 

Ms Russell said: “This 
Tesco has had a terrible ad¬ 
verse impact on shops since 
it was opened several years 
ago. 

“We know the closure of 


convenience businesses is 
frequent when supermarkets 
move in and the Molesey ex¬ 
perience provides hard evi¬ 
dence of shops being forced 
out of business after the 
opening of a Tesco Metro. 

“We must not let Tesco do 
to Ashtead what has hap¬ 
pened in Molesey.”

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Mansion with ghostly 
story opens its doors

A historic mansion, today home 
to a leading children’s charity, 
will be opening its doors this 
weekend giving visitors the 
chance to explore its colourful 
story. 

Tadworth Court, the location of 
the Children’s Trust, will be hold¬ 
ing a heritage open day on 
September 9, when its impressive 
stonework, scenic setting and a 
portrait of its resident ghost will 
be on show. 

The mansion was built in 1694 as 
a three-storey country house, 
with Corinthian columns and 
carved balustrades to the steps 
and windows, and had a number 
of private owners. 

It was first owned by Leonard 
Wessel, a rich merchant who lived 
in the newly-built mansion until 
his death in 1708, and then passed 
into the hands of captains of the 
East India trading company, a 
Justice of the Peace, and Lord 
Charles Russell, who was Lord 
Chief Justice of England. 

In 1924, its ownership passed to 
Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
which cares for sick children, and 
it opened in May 1927 with 42-bed 
accommodation. 

During the war years, Tadworth 
Court was very busy with the 
evacuation scheme and under¬ 
went an extensive re-building pro¬ 
gramme in the 1960s. 

In 1983, the mansion was saved 
from closure by the Tadworth 
Court Trust, a charity set up to 
manage the hospital and, in 1994, 
it was renamed the Children’s 
Trust. 

The building has four floors 
with the lowest level, originally 
used as the servant’s headquar¬ 
ters, being half underground, and 
a raised ground floor. 

But it is the portrait of the 
White Lady that continues to in¬ 
trigue visitors to the house. 

Believed to be of the Italian wife 
of John Fleetwood, whose father 
bought Tadworth Court in 1722, 
the portrait is said to tell the story 
of her death. 

Mr Fleetwood’s wife suspected 
an affair between her husband 
and her sister and, during an ar¬ 
gument between the sisters, the 
White Lady was allegedly pushed 
over the first-floor balcony on to 
the stone floor below. 

She is thought to have crawled 
across the hall to the main en¬ 
trance of the house to summon 
help, but died on the outside steps 
from her injuries. 

Whether the story is true or not, 
several ghostly sightings of a lady 
dressed in white have been re¬ 
ported in the mansion over the 
years and the legend remains 
that the painting of the White

Lady must remain undisturbed to 
prevent the mansion suffering 
misfortune. 

Rosemarie Glithero, leisure and 
activities coordinator at the trust, 
says that despite changing hands 
through the years, Tadworth 
Court has stayed true to itself. 

She said: “The grounds and 
buildings for the children, fami¬ 
lies and staff are truly outstand¬ 
ing, comfortable and welcoming. 

“It is amazing how much it has 
changed, yet Tadworth Court has 
still managed to maintain its im¬ 
portant heritage.” 

The heritage open day will be 
held on September 9, with tours 
running at 10.45am, 12pm, 1.45pm 
and 3pm. 

The trust will be open from 
10.30am to 4pm.

Fears nursery could 
cause ‘traffic chaos’ 


Neighbours are worried that a 
new nursery could cause traffic 
chaos and lead to an accident. 

Asquith Nurseries has applied to 
turn a residential home into a 
nursery in Longdown Lane South, 
Epsom Downs. 

But the move has sparked con¬ 
cern from people living nearby, 
who fear there will not be enough 
room for car parking spaces for 
the 70 children attending. 

A planning application submit¬ 
ted to Epsom and Ewell Council 
said: “As the existing property is 
currently vacant our client, 
Asquith Nurseries, intends to put 
this property back into good use 
providing a new childcare facility 
within this community. 

“Proposals include altering 
the internal layout of the prop¬ 
erty to create large open rooms 
for the children to play and be

supervised sufficiently. 

“There is a standard ratio for 
child to area space to ensure that 
overcrowding does not occur and 
that all children are adequately 
supervised by staff members.” 

The house was previously owned 
by the NHS as a care home for 
seven disabled children, but has 
been vacant for some time. 

Currently there are just five car 
parking spaces available outside 
the building, which is located close 
to Epsom Golf Club. 

Daryn Grossmith, 45, a product 
specialist who lives nearby, said he 
has witnessed two accidents in the 
road and was worried about the 
impact on traffic. 

He said: “We walk over there fre¬ 
quently and there have been two 


serious accidents where people 
have been badly injured. It is 
known as an accident black spot. 

“Our friends are very con¬ 
cerned, there is already cars 
parked on the sides of the roads. It 
is an accident waiting to happen.” 

Dr James Wilson, of Longdown 
Road South, commented online: 
“My concern is that cars with 
young children would park on the 
verge or back out on to the road 
which is very busy especially in 
the rush hour when a significant 
proportion of the children would 
be arriving. 

“Cars regularly exceed the 
30mph speed limit in this part of 
Longdown Lane South and there 
have been a number of accidents. 
The situation is potentially very 
dangerous.” 

The planning application will be 
discussed at a future meeting.

Glass house set to sparkle at awards 


A spectacular house made out 
of glass has been nominated for 
an award. 

Surrey’s House, in the Ridge, 
Epsom, has been recognised for 
its design and is up for a small 
practices Structural Award 
2012. 

The building joins the London 
2012 Olympic Stadium, Titanic 
Belfast and A1 Hamra Firdous 
Tower in Kuwait on the 
shortlist. 

The house, which adjoins 
Woodcote Park golf course, was 
created to make the most of as 
much light and space as 
possible. 

It is made up of a main living 
block and a detached pool 


house, using exposed concrete 
and glazing. 

Architects Eldridge Smerin 
designed the building and it 
was built by Tall Engineers in 
2010. 

Judges noted how it makes 
use of a challenging concept, 
but clever engineering means it 
appears as if it does not contain 
much structure. 

Surrey’s House has already 
scooped an award from the 
Royal Institute of British Ar¬ 
chitects Award in 2011 and 
could become a listed building 
in the future. 

Judge and institution presi¬ 
dent John Nolan said: “The cal¬ 
ibre of entries for the 


Structural Awards 2012 was 
outstanding, and it was an 
enormous privilege to be part 
of the judging panel. 

“There were more entries this 
year than ever before and with 
such high quality across the 
board, selecting the shortlisted 
projects was extremely tough.” 

The Structural Awards are 
now in their 44th year and are 
held every year to celebrate 
excellence in structural 
engineering. 

Winners will be announced 
on November 2 at the Marriott 
Grosvenor Square, in Park 
Lane, London.

Shining light on bulbs 
before memories dim

As the European Union finally 
turns off the supply of incandes¬ 
cent light bulbs one man has writ¬ 
ten its obituary. 

John Otten, 70, who lives in 
Beechfield, Banstead, has worked 
in the industry for most of his life 
and had the bright idea of using 
his knowledge to tell the history of 
the light bulb as it teeters on the 
verge of extinction. 

On Saturday, the last incandes¬ 
cent light bulb, the 25W bulb, was 
officially banned by the European 
Union, part of a long-term strate¬ 
gy to get people to switch to energy 
efficient bulbs, although it is still 
in use in other parts of the world. 

Mr Otten said he was sparked 
into writing Death of a Lightbulb 
after “seeing what is now happen¬ 
ing to the humble electric light 
bulb, I decided to write up the his¬ 
tory of this great innovation, 
which is now coming to the end of 
its life cycle. Also to look at the in¬ 
dustry behind it and what the fu¬ 
ture will bring.” 

His book examines electric light, 
not simply as a technological in¬ 
vention but as the creation of a 
worldwide industry that has trans¬ 
formed the quality of life for hun¬ 
dreds of millions of people. 

The domestic light bulb has long 
been an icon for inventiveness and 
inspiration and much has been 
written about the early struggles 
to find suitable materials for fila¬ 
ments and machinery capable of 
creating a high quality vacuum. 

Industrial empires were built on 


the huge demand for electric light 
with fierce competition over 
patents and market domination. 

Cartels influenced supply and 
retail pricing in ways that would 
be considered completely unac¬ 
ceptable today. 

This story has not been docu¬ 
mented for many years and Mr 
Otten has provided an insight into 
the complex web of a modern, 
highly successful industry as 
well as bringing the story bang 
up to date. 

Lighting industry journalist, 


Richard Forster, said: “This final 
phase is still being acted out and 
the full story behind it may not ap¬ 
pear for some time, but in the 
meantime the life of the lamp 
making industry is a worthy 
model to study of how to turn a 
simple idea into a life changing ex¬ 
perience for millions of people.” 

The book has been released on 
Amazon and Waterstones web 
sites and is now on sale in the Ibis 
book shop in Banstead High 
Street. There is also a website 
about it deathofalightbulb.com.

We are therefore very sorry 
that June’s experience with us 
did not reflect those values as 
strongly as we would hope. 

However, the suggestion that 
we refused June’s request to 
volunteer at Epsom Hospital 
Radio as her dog would pose a 
health risk is untrue. 

As many of our patients and 


visitors might know, one of our 
most senior managers is visu¬ 
ally impaired and brings his 
guide dog to work every day, 
regularly visiting wards and 
other clinical areas. 

Importantly, Epsom Hospital 
Radio and the trust pride them¬ 
selves on employing and devel¬ 
oping the careers of people with 
disabilities, and we support a 
number of disabled volunteers 
across our organisations, some 
of whom, like June, have visual 
impairments. 

But we have to take the per¬ 
sonal safety of patients, visi¬ 
tors, staff and volunteers very 
seriously and, as with many 
other staff and volunteers, 
June’s request to volunteer at 
Epsom Hospital Radio was sub¬ 
ject to a risk assessment. 

On safety grounds, a decision 


was made that the radio’s stu¬ 
dio was unsuitable for June to 
work in. 

We understand this decision 
has caused June some distress 
and as such, we are more than 
willing to review the risk as¬ 
sessment and see if we can fa¬ 
cilitate her wish to volunteer 
with the station. 

We will be in touch with June 
as soon as possible, as we are 
keen to reach a conclusion that 
is beneficial to all parties. 

We are dependent on the time 
and dedication of each and 
every one of our volunteers, 
and we would not want to miss 
out on June’s obvious passion 
for broadcasting.

If a complaint is made 
that an Epsom and Ewell Borough councillor has failed to comply with the 
Code, we need someone whose views can be sought (either by the Council or 
by the member concerned) before a decision is made on what to do.

Sound advice for students 


Make sure you do your 
homework before renting 


The Association of Residen¬ 
tial Letting Agents and the 
National Union of Students 
have issued advice to students 
renting for the first time on 
how not to end up out of pock¬ 
et. 

The deposit 

Tenants should always en¬ 
sure that any monies are paid 
into an accredited deposit 
scheme, protected under one 
of the three Government ap¬ 
proved Tenancy Deposit Pro¬ 
tection Schemes. Typical 
deposits range from four to 
eight weeks rent, and when 
held in an accredited scheme 
any proposed deductions 
which cannot be agreed are 
subject to free Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion. 


Swot up 

Before searching for a prop¬ 
erty, ensure you speak to 
other students or check uni¬ 
versity advice websites for 
first-hand experiences of 
renting in your preferred 
area. The amount of student 
accommodation available and 
the average rent charged can 
vary significantly depending 
on location, which could af¬ 
fect your budget. 

Many student unions offer 
free housing or legal advice 
and tenancy agreement 
checking services. 

Don’t ignore the small 
print 

Find out what kind of tenan¬ 
cy agreement you are signing 
as this can make a difference 


to your liability. Many shared 
tenancies will have several 
joint liability clauses - mean¬ 
ing you are responsible for the 
actions of your co-tenants for 
the terms of the tenancy, and 
not just the payment of rent. 
Before you enter such an 
agreement consider how well 
you know your sharers. 

If you do wish to get out of 
the tenancy during the fixed 
term, ensure you take inde¬ 
pendent advice as to any on¬ 
going liability you may have. 
As well as checking this, 
make a note of the notice peri¬ 
od - even if your landlord 
knows you are a student, you 
will have to give adequate no¬ 
tice at the end of term when 
you want to move out. 




Remember the bills 

When working out your bud¬ 
get it is important to factor in 
other costs such as utility 
bills, TV licence and internet 
access costs. 

It is worth checking which 
items of furniture, 
as well as major 
utility products 
like vacuum clean¬ 
er and washing 
machine, come 
with the property 
to avoid additional 
costs once you’ve 
moved in. 

Check the Energy 
Performance Cer¬ 
tificate for the 
property. The 
lower the rating 
the more power 
you will use to 


keep warm in the winter. 

Safety and security 

Areas dominated by student 
accommodation can have 
higher-than-average burglary 
rates so security should al¬ 
ways be a key consideration 
when looking for a rental 
home. Check that door and 
window locks are in good 
order. This is especially im¬ 
portant for back doors with 
poor sight-lines or ground- 
floor windows. If there is a 
burglar alarm, ensure the 
landlord shows all tenants 
how to use it, and that it is 
working effectively. 

Insurance 

Often students will have 
personal property covered by 
their parents’ contents insur¬ 
ance, but it is important to 
check the specific policy 


wording. If you aren’t covered 
by your parents’ insurance 
policy, there are a number of 
insurance providers which 
offer student-specific con¬ 
tents insurance policies. 

Inventories 

Always ensure you are pro¬ 
vided with a comprehensive 
inventory, listing the fixtures 
and fittings within the proper¬ 
ty, detailing their condition 
and that of the property itself. 
It is also advisable to take a 
thorough photographic 
record of the property’s con¬ 
dition at the start of the ten¬ 
ancy, if not included with the 
inventory and schedule of 
condition. 

If you disagree with the con¬ 
dition dispute it at the begin¬ 
ning with your own evidence 
to ensure you are protected.

Don’t get caught in crash for cash scam 


Beware of dangerous fraudsters who will wreck your car 



Crash for cash scams are 
staged collisions which con 
motor insurance companies 
out of thousands of pounds 
each year, says road safety 
charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists. 

The IAM is warning drivers 
to be vigilant against these 
dangerous fraudsters. 

Britain’s top advanced 
driver Peter Rodger said the 
one ruse to watch out for is 
when someone deliberately 
drives dangerously to force 
a crash so they can make 
an exaggerated insurance 
claim. 

How to avoid them: 

• Always look ahead and 
anticipate hazards; 

• Keep a safe following 
distance from the car in 
front and watch traffic 
overtaking you so that you 
are not surprised if it pulls 
across and brakes in front 


of you. 

• Beware of tailgaters. The 
car behind you will try to get 
your attention so you don’t 
concentrate on the driver in 
front. Pay attention to the 
vehicles around you and if 
you feel threatened by a 
tailgater, pull over 
somewhere safe to let them 
past. 

• Keep an eye out for local 
news - criminal gangs doing 
this tend to use the same 
locations a lot. Local news 
can suggest where it is. 

If you are involved in a 
collision, remember: 

• If you’re suspicious, don’t 
ask them directly about it at 
the scene; 

• Try to take photos of the 
damage, discreetly - if 
possible, get a description of 


the driver and count the 
number of people in the other 
vehicle. 


• If you need the 
emergency services, call 999. 

• Stay calm. You’ll need to 


swap details with other 
drivers.

Rodger said: “Crash for cash 
scams are costing the 
insurance industry millions 
of pounds. 

Collisions are stressful and 
emotionally draining but it’s 
important to be prepared. 

“Despite high profile 
sentencing for these scams in 
the past, they’re still 
happening. 

“Make sure you follow this 
advice to ensure you know 
what to do if you’re ever 
involved in one.”

Leatherhead 
are champs 

Leatherhead Cricket Club are 
celebrating a momentous sea¬ 
son in the Surrey Champi¬ 
onship after they secured the 
Division Two title and won 
promotion into Division One 
for the first time in the club’s 
history. 

Skipper Matthew Joblin was 
over the moon after an 89-run 
win at Ashford on Saturday 
meant Leatherhead go into 
this weekend’s finale knowing 
they cannot be caught by the 
chasing pack - and now the 
celebrations can begin. 

The battle for promotion 
had been very tight, with 
seven out of the division’s 10 
clubs still within a shout of 
going up until last weekend - 
and this Saturday the teams 
from second to fourth can still 
go up in second place. 

Joblin said: “It feels fantas¬ 
tic to be promoted as champi¬ 
ons and it is reward for a lot of 
hard work put in not just by 
the players, but by the whole 
club. 

“In more than 150 years of 
cricket at Leatherhead, no 
one has played in Division 
One before, so it is really ex¬ 
citing for the whole club.

At Ashford, Adam Dyson 
(90), James Musgrave (52) and 
Harry Allen (42no) carried 
Leatherhead to 263-4. Dyson 
then did the damage with the 
ball, taking 3-16 as Ashford 
hobbled to 174 all out off 42 
overs.

Epsom Paralympian Alexan¬ 
dra Rickham will be setting 
her sails for silver medal glory 
today in the two-person keel- 
boat skud class sailing regatta. 

The 30-year-old and her sail¬ 
ing partner Niki Birrell, who 
has cerebral palsy, are current¬ 
ly third after 10 races. 

The Australian regatta lead¬ 
ers have already claimed the 
gold medal, so GB - who are 
quadruple world champions - 
and USA, who sit in second 
place, will face-off in today’s 
final race to decide where the 
bronze and silver medals go. 

The Brits had gone into yes¬ 
terday’s two races with their 
sights still on gold, sitting four 
points behind the Aussies 
overnight. 

But third and fifth-place fin¬ 
ishes in Portland Harbour, 
Weymouth, coupled with a 
first and second for the Aussie 
team, means they are now sail¬ 
ing for second spot. 

Rickham said: “It is very 
much game on for silver, all we 
can do is to try and put togeth¬ 
er the best regatta. 

“We have sailed our hearts 
out so we will just have to see 
what tomorrow brings. 

“Everyone has brought their 
A game and we have to respect 
that, we can’t walk away and 
say we haven’t tried our hard¬ 
est and that they haven’t put 


everything down on the line. 

“If we can get a jump on the 
Americans off the start line 
then hopefully we can try and 
hold in there for the whole 
race. 

“On Wednesday it seemed 
very much apparent that we 
were just on the back foot 
downwind. We kept battling 
our way upwind and then 
downwind we were losing out 
quite badly. 

“There is an element of luck 
in sailing and I don’t think it 


has really been in Niki and 
mine’s favour this week. We 
have gone to lots of regattas 
where we have come away with 
that little bit of luck but that’s 
not taking away from how the 
Australians have sailed. 

“They have sailed a great re¬ 
gatta and thoroughly deserve 
their gold medal.” 

Jamaica-born Rickham is a 
tetraplegic athlete who became 
disabled after a shallow diving 
accident in 1995. She teamed 
up with Birrell in 2007 and the 


pair claimed fifth place at the 
Beijing Games, and they were 
favourites going into the 
Paralympics. 

• Epsom’s wheelchair bas¬ 
ketball player Natasha Davies 
missed out on a shot at a medal 
when Great Britain lost 55-44 
to Germany at the quarter¬ 
final stage. 

Having qualified from the 
group stages thanks to a 42-37 
win over Brazil, they came up 
short against the Beijing silver 
medalists.
